NEW YORK (AP) - A tax 
surcharge, which the head or 
the Federnl Reserve Board sug- 
gested this week is the, main 
need of the economy, could turn 
out to mean moro economic 
headaches— and less revenue 
than is.. hoped. for. - 

This Is a tricky, measure. Ex- 
pert as the tax technicians may 
be In this era of the manipulat- 
ed economy, they cannot fore- 
see all tho consequences of tha 
surtax plan. This probably ' ex- 
plains (no hesitancy la putting 
tho plan into action. 

It was first proposed by the 
administration early this year 
as a six per cent surchargo on 
all corporate and personal In- 
come taxes— In effect a tax on 
your taxes. The ' reasoning be- 
hind the proposal was that a 
vigorous 1087 economy would 
neod a restraining Influence, 
-It Is being advocated now— by 
William McChesney Martin, 
chairman of the Federal Re- 
Horve Board— as a revenue 
builder that might help offset a 
deficit In government financing 
and lessen the threat of Infla- 
tion. 

But the 1007 economy has not 
been as strong as anticipated, 
evon though Martin referred 
"the recovery under way." .. 
surtax could shrink the tax base 
hy slowing business. And If the 
base shrinks so will the reve- 
nue produced from It. 

Problems such as this are 
what lead to recurring opinions 
that tho Johnson administration 
has few.optlons.

M Martin Indicated, the big 
problem la the government's bl, 
doflclt, estimated at somewher 
between 113,5 billion and $28.

Tho fear now Is that these 
high Interest rate's may develop 
also In consumer loans and In 
tho home-mortgage market. 
This would abort completely the 
Federal Reservo'a easy-money 
policy, which already has been 
ess than successful. 

As Martin Indicated, the con- 
tradictory behavior of Interest 
rates Is based on a fear of the 
big government deficit, a deficit 
that means the government will 
have to borrow money. 

When the government goes 
Into the market for huge sums 
of money, it can cause addition- 
al upward pressure on Interest 
rates, Some corporate- treasur- 
ers, therefore, are borrowing 
now In advance of requirements 
to avoid A futuro shortage or 
higher 'rates. 

In advocating prompt action, 
Msrtln perhaps has In mind tho 
experience of last year when, 
despite constant prodding, the 
administration failed to use fis- 
cal measures, such as taxes, to 
cool an overheated economy.
